buildings at Fergus Falls. Minn., and Newpor 
News. Va.. and a measure to protect the nam< 
and insignia of the Red Cross society. At 5 
o'clock the senate adjourned until Friday. 

House— T he friends and enemies of the civl 
service law exchanged broadsides in the hous« 
Thursday. The heaviest guns on each sid« 
were brought into action. Mr. Grosvenor (O.] 
and Mr. Johnson (Ind.) each made exhaustive 
spoi^cbes and kept their respective sides in t 
constant furore. 

Washington. Jan. 8.— Senate— The featur* 
of the senate session was a speech delivered 
by Mr. Teller (CoL) regarding press report!, 
that the recent efforts to make it appear that 
Secretary Uage had tendered his resignatioi 
as a member of the cabinet to President Mc- 
Kinley were a part of conspiracy of the silvei 
men to disrupt the cabinet and creat« 
dissention between the president and his ad- 
visers. Mr. Teller branded the publi- 
cation as an insult to the advocates 
of the free coinage of silver. Ht 
was satis fled that the president and Secretars 
Gage were in full accord upon the ftnancia! 
question. He attacked the republican parts 
because it was a party advocating the gold 
standard and expressed hi.s intention of doing 
all in his power to defeat the party in 19(K) and 
to -drag the present administration from jiowei 
because the policy of the party was. in his 
opinion, inimical to the best and highest inter- 
ests of the people of the United States. 

House— The civil .service debate continued 
throughout the day in the house. All effort* 
to fix a lime for its termination failed and it is 
certain to now run over into the next week. 
The interest in the discussion does not seem tc 
abate. The debate Friday was without marked 
incident. The speakers were Mr. Gillette 
(Mass.), Burton (O.), republicans, and Fitzger- 
ald in .support of the law; Messr.s. Cummings 
(dem., N. Y.). Faris (rep.. Ind.) Mahany (rep., 
N. Y.). Driggs (dem., N. Y'.) and Bardley 
(dem., N. Y.) in opposition to. and Mr. Ken 
(rep., O.) in favor of the modification of the 
law. At the house adjourned. 

Washi.vgton, Jan. 11.— .“senate— In accord- 
ance with his previous notice. Senator Davis, 
chairman of the .senate committee on foreign 
relations, brought up the subject of the ratifi- 
cation of the Hawaiian annexation treaty in 
the .senate Monday. His motion was made 
soon after the disposal of the routine morning 
business and the entire remainder of the day’s 
session, except the time given to the confirma- 
tion of nominations was devoted to the con- 
sideration of the question as to whether the 
treaty should be considered in open session or 
behind closed doors in executive session. 
After a debate of almost two hours upon this 
point, an informal vote was taken, the ayes 
and noes not being demanded. The decision 
was overw'helmlngly against an opeu session. 

House— The opponents of the civil service 
law had much the best of the debate in the 
House Monday, so far as the number of those 
engaging in it were concerned. Nine of the 
eleven speakers were of the opposition. The 
friends of the law are very anxious to shut ofl 
further debate, and in this will have the co- 
operation of Speaker Reed and the rules com- 
mittee. Mr. Moody, who has charge of the 
bill, gave notice that he would test the 
sense of the house Tuesday on a 
motion to close the debate. The 
opposition immediately sent word to^ all in 
their ranks to he on hand, and they say they 
will have no difficulty in defeating the motion. 

AVashington. Jan. 12.— Senate— Except for 
a few minutes given to a controversy over 
some minor post office confirmations, the en- 
tire time of the executive session of the senate 
Tuesday was consumed by Senator Davis, of 
Minnesota, in a speech in support of Hawaiian 
annexation. Mr. Davis is chairman of the sen- 
ate committee on foreign relations and his 
speech was generally accepted as the seinJ-ofll- 
cial utterance of the majority of the comn-iittee. 
He spoke about two hours and h-hen the senate 
adjourned had not finished. Mr. .Vilen intro- 
duced! and secured the adoption of a resolution 
calling upon the 'president for information in 
his possession relative to the boundary line be- 
tween Venezuela and British Guiana and to in- 
form the senate whether the United States 
now has any clerks or other employes at work 
upon the Venezuelan boundary question and 
also what part of the #100,0(X) appropriated for 
the Venezuelan commission has been expend- 
ed. At 3:3 .t p. m.. the .senate adjourned. 

House— The civil service debate which was 
inaugurated in the house a week ago was end- 
ed Tuesday. It opened with a row, but ended 
very tamely. There was not even a vote on the 
appropriation in the legislative, executive and 
judicial appropriation bill for the commission 
upon which the debate was predicated. The 
republicans who are seeking to modify or re- 
peal the law decided to let the debate come to 
a close Tuesday, but it required the casting 
vote of the speaker to accomplish this. There 
are conflicting statements as to the situation 
in which the future conduct df the war against 
the civil service law is left. All the republic- 
, an opponents of the law agree that the fight is 
to be kept up and it is positively stated by Mr. 
Pearson (rep . N. C.) that assurances have 
been received from tho^ in authority in the 
house that an opportunity will be given in the 
future for the consideration of a bill to modify 
the law. But from other sources the state- 
ment can not be confirmed. 

Washington, Jan. 13.— Senate— Senator 
Davis continued and completed his speech in 
the executive session of the senate Wednesday 
on the Hawaiian treaty, and was followed by 
Senator Allen, of Nebraska, who spoke In op- 
position. There was apparent Wednesday' a 
disposition on the part of some senators who 
announce themselves undecided as to what 
course to pursue on the Hawaiian question to 
mix it with the Cuban problem. They are 
friends of Cuba, and their desire is to have the 
administration take a more pronounced posi- 
tion in the interest of Cuba as a return for their 
assistance on the Hawaiian treaty. At 2:50 
the senate adjourned. 

House — The house Wednesday passed an 
urgent deficiency bill carrying $1,741,843. One 
of the items authorizing a further expenditure 
of $520, (XX) for the soldier.s’ home at Danville, 
111., for which $ I.tO.OOO was appropriated in the 
last sundry civil bill, was used by Dearmond 
(dem., Ma) as a basis for a bitter personal at- 
tick upon Chairman Cannon, who.se home is at 
Danville. The bill was passed. There was al- 
so a lively debate over the provision in the 
bill requiring the owners of bullion hereafter 
to pay the cost of transporting bullion from 
assay offices to the mints.

Washington, Jan. 12.— ^yLeu asked 
his opinion Tuesday nipht on the sub- 
ject of the first days balloting' in the 
Ohio senatorial situation, Senator For- 
aker said: “It seems to me that Ohio 

has spoken for herself and that there 
is not much else to say.” 

On being assured that there was still 
interest expressed in his personal 
opinion he replied: “The contest was 
extraordinary in many respects aud all 
who have the good of the party at 
heart must be glad that it is ended. The 
feeling that has been aroused has been 
very bitter, but I trust that natural 
conditions will soon obtain and that a 
united party will be the result.” 

Commissioner Jones, of the Indian 
office, says an agent of the bureau will 
be sent to the scene of the burning of 
the two Seminole Indians in Oklahoma 
to ascertain the facts and assist in the 
prosecution of the offenders. Dis- 
patches to the department attribute 
the trouble to whisky sold to the In- 
dians. 

Washington, Jan. 12.— Gen. Grant's 
estimate of the Vicksburg campaign 
was an interesting feature developed 
during a call Tuesday of prominent 
military men on Speaker Read and his 
republican associates of the committee 
on rules. They appeared to urge consid- 
eration of the bill making a national 
military park of the Vicksburg bat- 
tlefield, 

Gen. Gobin spoke for the G. A. R., 
that body having resolved at the Buf- 
falo encampment to strongly advocate 
this measure. He said that of all bat- 
tle fields not yet designated as parks, 
this one was regarded by the soldiers 
as the one to be set aside. Col. Grant 
spoke for the army of the Tenne.ssee. 
Gen. Henderson, a member of the rules 
committee, whose regiment was at 
Vicksburg, asked Col. Grant what esti- 
mate Gen. Grant placed on the Vicks- 
burg campaign. Col. Grant answered 
that his father's estimate of Vicksburg 
from the standpoint of a militar3" op- 
eration, was low. Gen. Grant had not 
considered it as a safe move, but it had 
been forced on him by political con- 
siderations, since a retreat would have 
meant political disaster in the north. 
Mr. Reed, in repU", said the committee 
needed no prompting toward honoring 
the service of Grant and the Army of 
the Tennessee. Yet the question was 
not a simple one. 

"Washington, Jan. 12. — The senate 
Tuesda3’ briefly discussed an adver.se 
report by the pension committee on a 
bill to pension Gen. Mead's two daugh- 
ters at $100 a month each, Chairman 
Gallinger saying the committee did 
not wish to enter on the i>ensioning of 
daughters of veterans. Senator Allen, 
of Nebraska, thought that Gen.

No action was taken and 
after Senator Wolcott, of Coloiado, 
announced a speech on the money 
question for next Monday, Senator 
I^airbanks addressed the senate on im- 
migration.

(Increases from $100 to $:XX) the 
amount of judgment from which an appeal to 
the court of appeals will lie: to regulate admis- 
sions to the bar: to prevent butchers or other 
per.sons from selling for food the flesh of any 
animal dying otherwise than by slaughter, or 
known to be diseased when slaughtered: to 
prohibit the marriage of first cdusiniii; to pro-

The house by a vote of 38 to .57. refused 
to refer, and the vote came on the resolution 
proper The resolution was adopted by a big 
majority on a viva voce vote. 

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 13.— Sen.4TE— Wed- 
nesday W. H. Jones presented the following 
resolution, w^hlch was adopted; “Whereas. 
During the late civil war many Kentuckians 
enlished as state volunteers and rendcretl ef- 
ficient service in behalf of the union: and

Mr. Jarnigan (rep.), of Ohio county, 
" presented the same re.solution about pension- 
ing Kentucky volunteers as Jones presented in 
the senate Wednesday, and it was defeated. 
Mr. Ingram’s resolution asking congress to ap- 
propriate money to cut a channel around Cum- 
berland falls in the Cumberland river so as to 
admit passage of fish in said river, was alsc 
defeated.

Deals Death and Destruction In Crawford 
County, Arkansas. 

Van Buren, Ark., Jan. 13. — The tor- 
nado that descended upon Fort Smith 
Tuesday night crossed the Arkansas 
river ohe-half mile south of here and 
tore a path 200 yards through this, 
Crawford county, and dealt death and 
deva.station to evexything in its path. 
The first house it struck was that 
of William Hines, occupied by 
a colored family, who left the house 
just as it left its foundation. The 
house was demoli.shed but the occu- 
pants escaped. ' The next house in line 
was Frank Boatright’s. It was a 
large tw’o-story house and nothing re- 
mains of it but the floor. Boatright, a 
son and a daughter were badly injured. 
The houses of Walter Haley and Mrs. 
Keller w*ere on an adjoining farm and 
were blown entirely away, not a ves- 
tige of them being left. The families 
of both w’ere injured. 

.Jim Shibley*’s store and dw’elling 
w'ere blown down, but none of the oc- 
cupant.s *vere injured. Chas. Wright 
w'as blow'u from his house and fatally 
injured. Ed. Blakemore was instantly 
killed by his house blowing down upon 
him. 'The house of Mrs. Ba.sh was 
demolished and she was crushed into a 
shapeless mass of flesh and bone, and 
two of her children, aged 8 and 16, were 
fatally hurt. It is estimated 100 head 
of cattle and horses were in the path 
of the tornado and were killed or in- 
jured so badly that they had to be kill- 
ed. It is five miles on a direct line 
from Van Buren to Ft. Smith, and 
debris from there was strewn over the 
ground three miles beyond here.

Some Ancient Fruit Tree*. 

The pear tree, it is said, yvill continue 
bearing fruit for several centuries;

LAUNDRY STARCH. 

The Secret of SueecMM LIcn in It«

Some housekeepers seem to think 
that a magic lurks in tlie starch used in 
motlern laundries. The truth is that 
the majority' of laundries do not add 
an3*tihing more to their starch than the 
average housewife does. Thev' usiiali3' 
put in a small piece of wax or of a tal- 
loyv candle to prevent the starch .stick- 
ing, but aside from some such trifling 
addition as this the starch is the same 
aa that yvihich ever3' housekeeper uses 
yv^o bu3's the best laundr3' starch. 

The secret of successful stiirching lies 
in exact method’. The starch is careful- 
I3' melted in cold yvater. and the boiling 
yvater is stirred in thoroughl3'. The 
starch is then thoroughly boiled. Some 
laundresses cook their starch an hour. 
After this it is strained. Finall3’, yvhen 
the starch is read3*, the garments are 
carefull3' starched, T'he3' flot simpl3’ 
wrung out in starch unless a slight 
stiffness is desirable, and a ver3' thin 
starc'h is used. Whenever it is desirable 
to give much stiffness, as it is to a shirt 
bosom or pique skirt, the starch is 
rubbed into the goods on the outside. 
This is done by stretching the goods 
on a board and rubbing the hot starch 
over it until it penetrates to the back of 
the piece being starched and the cloth 
has absorbed all the starch it will. 
After it is accomplis'hed yvipe off all the 
surplus starch on the outside and hang 
up the article starched in a hot room, 
where it will dT3' as rapidi}' as possible. 
The more rapid fhe process of drying 
the more successful the starching. 
When the starched article is perfectly' 
dr3', dampen it or folloyv the process of 
some of the best ironers, andi dampen it 
as you iron it. Practiced ironers use a 
very hot iron, one that would be certain 
i to scorch yvere not the .surface repeat- 
edly' cooleii b3' being dipped an instant 
in cold water. This roughens the iron 
in time, and a good laundress prefers an 
iron after it has become roughei?ed. 
The average laundr3' worker in house- 
holds is too sloyv, and therefore she 
cannot use as hot an iron as her work 
requires, or hhe yvould scorch her yvork. 
When domestic workers learn to do their 
yvork yvith the rapidit3' and skill of the 
trained iaundress a new’ era yvill dayy'n, 
and there yvill be no more blue Monda3'S 
or blue Tuesdays. — N. Y'. Tribune. 

Apple Padding. 

Fill a buttered baking dish yvith sliced 
apples and pour over the top a batter 
made of one tablespoonful of butter, 
half cupful of sugar, one egg, half cup- 
ful of sweet milk, one cupful of flour, in 
yvhich has been sifted one teaspoonful 
of baking powder. Bake in a moderate 
oven till broyvn; serve with cream and 
sugar or liquid sauce. Peaches are 
ver3' nice served in this wa3'. — Boston 
Globe,

‘Tt lias been im- 
proved, amd I think that 3’ou will en- 
joy it.” 

The nervous man aci.'epted it and 
yve nit out. 

“He ywill come in in about three da3*s 
for another box of that tobacco, and 
tell me that it is just -w'hat ‘he has been 
looking for,” remarked the proprietor 
to another customier. “He will smoke 
it for three or four months, and then 
he yvill complain bitterl3* that the man- 
ufacturers are adulterating it wilh 
cheap tobacco, and he yvill make a 
change. Does the tobacco change? 
Why’, 3'es, a verj’ little bit. butt not 
enough for him to detect the difference. 
It has happened that when he com- 
plains the loudest about it the tobacco 
is the best. The explanation Ls simple. 
He gets tired of a brand' in about three 
montli«, and then it doesn’t taste right 
to him. That is true of man3' smokers. 
To enjo3* their tobacco lhe3* need a 
change occasionally. 

“Gen. Grant yvas the onl3' hard .smok- 
er I have ever known w'ho didn’t re- 
quire a dliange. He wanted good cigJfrs, 
and he yvanted them strong. He was 
not cranky abovut their shape or make 
so long as tb'e3' smoked easil3% I have 
one customer — he is now* nearly 70 3'ears 
old — who bought cigars from tne yvhen 
I first began selling them, and he buys 
nearl3' the same brand. His taste in 
tobacco has not changed, but he is an 
exception. It is a fact, though feyy' 
smokers realize it, that a man needls 
change in his tobacco just as much as 
in his food. No man yvould enjo3' the 
same dinner day* after da3'. Few men 
can smoke the same brand of cigars 
or smoking tobacco month after month 
yvithout having it pall on their taste at 
times. Tliis man yvho was in here a mo- 
ment ago thinks that Ihic tobacco itself 
changes. He considers himself a judge 
of tobacco, and I humor him by seeming 
to agree yvYth him and give him another 
brand when he complains.” — N. Y. Sun.

Society Gfrlit Who Teach Poor Cliil« 
dren HouNe^vIfery. 

Those who fancy that the life of the 
j society girl o<f San Francisco means 
j balls, dinners, teas, luncheons and thea- 
I ter parties would be much surprised if 
they could take a good look at the 
housekeeping school that meets every 
Saturday morning at the Silver Star 
kindergarten. It s'hows that the society 
girls of the citj' have been well trained 
in the practical, and have not been 
formed mere-ly for the tinsel of life. 

A number of years ago several young 
ladles of the fashionable circle agreed 
to devote Saturday morning to aiding 
the neglected little ones in a purely 
practical way. They determined to se- 
lect a portion of the city where the chil- 
dren have few opportunities, *nd where 
life means for them one hard struggle. 
It \vas the j oung giirls Living in the lo- 
cality of the Silver Star kindergarten 
that these ambitious societj’ women de- 
edded to aid. The kindergarten itself is 
composed of poor little tots who rarely 
have new frocks and boots, and the old- 
er sisters of these infants were the for- 
tunate ones chosen for lessons inhouse- 
keeping. 

The instructre.sses decided to take no 
! one younger than ffve years of age, for 
! thev realized that a girl must attain that 

J %, * 

! number of years i:. o^ der to grasp the 
first rudiments of housekeeping. Girls 
who must make their own wa^* in the 
’ world as hou.semafds or seamstresses 
i cannot begin too soon. 

T^ie teachers had no d»ifficulty in pro- 
curing girls who desired to be instruct- 
ed, because it was sugar-coated labor 
tney were offered. There is no greater 
punis'hment to a young girl than to ask 
her to c.ire for her room or l>ed, and yet 
; she will spend hours laboring with her 

■ dolls, their beds, and in sweeping and 

■ dtisting T03' house.s. Girls who would be 

■ Itorrifiod if their mothers suggested 
j that they wash the dishes will assid.u- 
! ously wash dolls' china, and feel no fa- 
tigue. 

These your.g ladies understood this, 
and so they worked aeeorilingly. A 
Itrilliant idea came — they would use 
dolls' utensils. 

So the children in the neigihborhood, 
who had difficulty in procuring even 
boots or frocks, not even to consider 
toys, thought it the jolliest sort of fun to 
go up to the wSilver Star building and 
pla^' with dolls and dishe.s and wiee 
brooms, ju.st like the grown people. 
Girls, it is said, onlv abandon their dolls 
because they are ashamhd to play with 
them when women. They were de- 
lighted w ith the quantities of toys they 
were permitted to play w-ith the entire 
forenoon Tty the sweet-faced, strange 
young ladies. 

The (“'hildren began b^' learning to 
make bods, and at first they were given 
the dearest miniature bedsteads, with 
lov sheets, covers and pillows. 

One of the most useful tasks taught 
is that of serving a dinner. There are 
wee tables, dishes, wine glasses and 
knives and forks. These latter are of 
tin, and there are neat little napkins and 
table covers. The children ere shown 
how wine and water should be properly 
served. and thus tihey gain knowledge 
that thev could obtain onlv bv rears of

exi>crienoe. 

Each of the teacher.s has a class in 
sewing, and accuracy is insisted upon 
by the instructresses. They suppU' the 
c-hildren wiih stamped jjatterns, and 
they fir.st illustrate the ])roper way tc 
do “runu'ing.” When this is mastered 
they are slhown how to do j)atchwork 
neatly. Then they are taught to make 
pettico.ats for little ones younger than 
themselves. When the underskirts are 
finished thev are given to the needy oi 
that neighborhood, and so, .indirectly, 
many are the gifts that find thedr way 
to the poor. — San Francisco Bulletin. 
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I PreparationH Heine: Made for Can- 
j onizine: the Kreiieh Heroine. 

The archbishop of Orleans has 
brought to Borne the acts of the “proc- 
ess” for the sanctification of the already 
“blessed” Joan of Arc. The acts are 
very' voluminous. They contain over 
2,000 pages of foolscap, which the 
bishop will present to Leo XIII, before 
consigning them to the Congregation 
of Rites for the continuation of the 
“process,” which, if favorably judged, 
will lead eventually to the canonization 
of the French heroine. Although the 
proceedings are very complicated and 
long, Leo XIII, has expressed a great 
desire that the preliminaries may be 
hastened so that the function shall take 
place during his pontificate, and. as it 
were, seal the good relations between 
France and the holy see. 

Should the wish of the pope be grati- 
fied, it will be the foairth ceremony of 
canonization that has taken place while 
he has occupied the chair of St. Peter, 
the three former having occurred in 
1881, 1888, and the last in May' of this 
year. Xow that the “process” before 
I the bishopric of Orleans is finished, 

1 the members of the coiirt that eondnot- 
I ed it there and the 'witnesses w ho were 
j heard are freed from the silence im- 
I posed upon them, so that we shall soon 
J know what are the miracles to be dis- 
j cussed and judged in the Congregation 
I of Rites, which had to examine and de- 
I eide on the “heroism of the virtues’’ and 
on the authenticity of the miracles. 
Two miracles are sufficient for beatifi- 
cation, but. to become a saint ami be 
raised to the honor of worship, more 
j are nc(*essary. 

I When the Congregation of Rites, 
founded by Sixtus V.. is not convinc-ed 
of the exactness or ^»*usi worthines». of 
the results of the bisho|)ri<‘ “process.’’ 
new inquiries, and sometimes new 
“processes,” are ordered. n'he-e in- 
quiries not infrequently continued for 
years; sometimes they' go on for een- 
t'uries. When at last the congregation 
has no more objections to make, the 
pope gathers together all the cardinals 
and bishops in Rome, and asks, merely 
as a formality, if no further obstacles 
prevent the canonization. On receiv- 
ing a favorable answer the pontiff pro- 
claims with a bull the sanctity of the 
“blessed” one, and establishes a date 
for the fetes of canonization, w hich are 
so magnificent as to represent an aver- 
age e.xpense of from $200,000 to ‘y.'lOO 000.

The women of Switzerland are hoping 
to arrange a congre.ss of women from all 
the cantons, to take place during the 
exhibition at Geneva next year. They 
look forward to being able thus to lay a 
foundation for the formation of a na- 
tional co-uncil of women — not an easy' 
thing to do when one considers that the 
inhabitants of Switzerland consist of 
three different races, with different Ian- 
fvuages and religious creeds. 

A society' now existing in Geneva, 
with branches in other towns, has much 
the same spirit and aims as a national 
council. It is called I’l'nion des 
Femmes, and has taken up the question 
of women’s wages, of cooperative stores, 
of technical education, of dress reform 
and woman’s moral elevation. Connect- 
ed with this union is the Society' for 
Woman’s Legal Rights, which last year 
adhieved a great step in advance by pro- 
curing for married women t he right to 
dispose of their own fortune or wages 
a.< the case may be. and To bank the 
same under their own name. Ixjuis 
Bridel, ])rofes.sor of law at the Uni- 
versity' of Geneva, has iM'en ino.st helpful 
in this matter, as in all quesrtious relat- 
ing to women, in which, aided bv hi? 
wife, he takes the greatest interest. 

Feminine etlucaiion. as everyone 
knows, is far advanced in Switzerland, 
and tihe University of Zurich has many 
v.omen students, most of whom come, 
however, from other lands. It vvtis here 
that Dr. Ihnily Kempin, the fir.st lec- 
turer of the woman’s law cla.ss of the 
T'nlversity of the City of Xew Y’ork, was 
tiained. She had a long and hard strug- 
gle before being allowed to practice her 
calling, ’out the fight ha. s been a success- 
ful one. for she is now not only engaged 
in active professional work, but is als’’ 
professor at law aJ her alma mater. — 
Detroit Free Press.

The impressiou is general that Mis- 
souri river water is dirty — that the big 
river flows about tv»’o parts of dirt and 
one of mud — but the impression is erro- 
neous, for the Missouri river’s water is 
purer than the water of any great river 
in the country, the Platte alone except- 
ed. It is true that when a bucketful of 
it is dipped up it appears to be dirty, 
but if the water is left until it settles it 
will be found that the sediment at the 
sottom is fine, dark colore<l siuid and 
not mud. The Missouri river’s water is 
never muddy, save during the spring 
high water. 

Colonel Bill Switzler of Boonville, 
Mo., declares that the general idea that 
Missouri means “big muddy’’ or “mud- 
dy water’’ is w’rong. He says, and Col- 
onel Bill Switzler is an authority, that 
it means “wooden canoe.’’ The name, 
he says, belongs to the Iiriuois dialect 
of the Algonquin Indians. The name 
Missuris or Missouri was applied by the 
Indians of the upper lake region to the 
tribe of Indians living west of the Mis- 
sissippi river, because the latter used 
wooden canoes instead of birch bark 
canoes. 

Wooden canoes had to be used on the 
Missouri river because it was too turbu- 
lent for the frail birch bark canoes, and 
in this way the big river secured its 
name. But no matter whether Missouri 
means “muddy water’’ or “wooden 
canoe,’’ the fact remains that Missouri 
river watt* is not muddy. It does not 
flow through mud, but through fine 
sand. The Mississippi river water is 100 
per cent dirtier than the Missouri, but 
poets have raved about the beautiful 
blue of the Father of Waters. — Omaha 
World-Herald.
